The question arose on 
Mr. (’Neil’s motion to have a few days set 
aside for the consideration of bills from the la- 
mittee. Mr. Rogers was a formideble 
ist and consumed a great portion of 
in filibustering with the hope of pre- 
such bills having consideration by the 
Mr. O’Neil characterized Mr. Rogers 
as a tool in the hands of certain gentlemen 
upon the floor, meaning “but a agiit- 
tering ass.” Roger Q. Mills, of Texas, who 
js opposed to the consideration of any 
labor _—ibills, wherein the laboring 
people are interested. Mr. O’Niel insinuated 
that, in consequence of the Texan’s cowardice 
to come out fairly and oppose the proposition 
hiwself, he had persuaded the young man from 
Arkansas to do it for him. This brought to his 
fect the fiery young Rogers, who is perhaps one 
of the most elegant and interesting speakers in 
the housé. He is hot-headed and easily 
angered. The remarks of Mr. O’NGill fairly 
turned his eyes into little balisof fire. Every- 
thing was hushed and silent when Mr. Rogers 
addressed the speaker, at which time the 
Missourian was also reiterating what he had 
previously said about Mr. Rogers, and refer- 
ring to Mr. Mills. The young manfrom Ar- 
kanses took refuge behind the rules of the 
honse by asking that the words of Mr. O'Neill 
be taken down. This procedure, by virtue of 

tliamentary usage, took Mr. O’ Neill off _ his 
he the speaker ordering him to take his seat, 

Mr. Rogers denied the statement made by 
Mr. O'Neill, saying that he was not the tool of 
anvbody,but his course against the bill had been 
prompted by what he thought was right. Ina 
menacing manner, he shook his finger under 
the nose of Mr. O’ Neill in real Arkansaw Tray- 
eler style, while the man from Missouri, whose 
geat is ‘ust across the aisle from Mr. Rogers, ges- 
ticulated in a manner as if to indicate that he 
would hurl a few bottles of St. Louis beer at 
the bald and forensic head of the Arkansas 
statesman. Mr. Rogers having sprung upon 
Mr. O'Neill the question of unpparliamentary 
language, it was then left for the house to say 
whether Mr. O’Neill had or had not violated 
the rule and been guilty of unparliamentary 
speech. 

A resolution was offered by Mr. Cox exoner-

Mr. Rogers immedi- 
ately retired from the arena and togqk a seat 
upon a sofa in the lobby, where he summoned 
his colleague, Mr. C. R. Breckenridge, and 
other intimate friends, and ina long consuilta- 
tion. which indicated that Mr. Rogers felt 
keenly the insult heaped upon him and desired 
that others means for a settlement of the affair 
ghould be engaged in. 

Mr. O’ Neill said to me tonight that in the 
event Mr. Rogers sent him a challange, he 
would have tosend avery stout, able-bodied 
man with it, forif there was not he would 
thump the messenger who bore it. When the 
house adjourned the two antagonists were in 
close consu!tation with their numerous friends, 
and it is said by those who are in a position to 
kuow that the end has not been reached.

BILLS PRESENTED IN THE HOUSE. 
Wr. Bland Still Fighting Appropriation Bills 

~—Public Buildings. , 

WASHINGTON, March 20.—Mr. Rockwell, of 
Massachusetts, called up the bill appropriating 
$75,000 for the erection of a fire-proof work- 
shop at the National armory, Springficld, 
Massachusetts. 

Mr. Biand fought the measure at every 
point, but it was finally passed. 

Mr. O’ Neill introduced a bill to protect free 
labor and the industries in which it is em- 
ployed from the injurious effects of convict 

abor by conferring the sale of goods, wares, 
merchandise manufactured by convict labor to 
the state in which they are produced. The 
enalty is fine and imprisonment and the for- 
eiture of goods is imposed for any violation of 
the law. Referred. 

Mr. O'Neill, from the committee on labor, 
reported a bill to establish a department of 
r. Referred to committee of the whole. 

Also, a bill to prevent the product of convict 
labor from being furnished to or for use in any 
department of the government. Placed on the 
house calendar. 

Mr. Dibble, from the committee on public 
buildings, reported a bill for the erection of a 
public building at Charlotte, N.C. Referred 
to cominitice of the whole. 

Mr. Tarsney, of Michigan, from the commit- 
tee on labor, reported a bill to prevent the 
employment of convict labor and alien labor 
On public works. Placed on the house 
calendar, 

The committee on military affairs reported a 
bill authorizing the construction of ordnance 
and ordnazice stores at Columbia. Referred to 
the committee of the whole. 

Mr. Weaver introduced a bill providing for 
the issue of legal tender treasury notes in lieu 
of notes estimated as lost or destroyed. Re- 
ferred. 

Inthe morning hour, the house resumed 
Consideration of the resolution assigning two 
days forthe transaction of business reported 
by the committee on labor.

HAMMERING AT THE TARIFF. 


Several Important Changes Made in the 
Mills Bill. 

WASHINGTON, March 20.—In addition to 
those already indicated, several amendments 
were made by the ways and means committee 
in the Mills tariff before its completion in 
comiittee. One of these touches ornamented 
earthonware, which is made dutiable by the 
bill at 40 per cent ad valorem. This earthen- 
ware is by the amendment raised to the class 
above it in the bill, and made to pay a daty of 
45 percent ad valorem, whereas‘ the present 
duty is 55 per cent. In the tron schedule the 
entire clause relating to steel ingots, and fix- 
ing the duty on that class of manufactures 
which was re-classified to some extent at 57 
per cent ad valorem, was stricken from the 
bill, leaving the duty at the present figure of 
45 per cent ad Valorem. In the section relating 
to gloves and fixing the duty on them at 40 
per cent ad valorem, an exception was made 
in the case of gloves made of silk taffeta, 
which were placed at 50 per cent ad valorem, 
to equal duty on the silk from which they are 
manuiactured. Hemp, flax and jute twines, 
which now pay about 30 per cent duty ad 
valorem, and which the original bill proposed 
to place at 25 per cent, was stil] further re- 
duced last night to 15 per cent. The present 
indications are that the bill wil) be reported to 
the house in the early part of next week, al- 
though the committee has not yet fornumily 
directed a report to be made. 


' FAIRBANKS’S WITNESSES. 


A New Development inthe Lard Investiga- 
tion. 


WASHINGTON, March 20.—Counse] for the 
manufacturers of refined lard opened their 
case before the house committee on agriculture 
this morning. Two men, who had for several 
years been employes of Squire & Co., of Mass- 
achusetts,a@ firm which has been particularly 
active in ptshing the proposed bill for the 
branding end’ taxatien of- lard 
themselves used in one of their brands of lard 
the products of the rendering of the heads, 
feet and the offal parts of the hog. 

On cross-examination witness stated that 
they had left the employment of Squire & Co. 
Saturday last, having been offered a better 
position with Fairbanks & Co., of Chicago. 
They had been promised this by Henry Rek- 
stein, of Fairbanks’ employes, whosald that if 
they would come here and testify they would 
get a good position in Chicago.. Their expenses 
while here were paid. : 

Mr, Cromwell, of counsel, said that allusion 
having been made tothe use of petroleum 
tanks for the transportation of cotton seed oil, 
he wished to put on record the affidavits of 
shippers throughout the south upon the sub- 
ject. These aftidavits declare that most of the 
cotton seed oil is shipped - in tanks exclusively 
w@d for that purpose. Some is shipped in 
kerosene tanks, but in such cases the car, 
when the kerosene is drawn off, 1s thoroughly 
eleaned and steamed. He also read a telegram 
from a provision inspector at St. Louis to the 
effect that he had examined three tank cars, 
which had previously been used to transport 
petroleum, containing cotton seed oil. There 
was no trace of petroleum in the cotton seed 
oil, which was perfectly sweet. 


THE COLORED PEUPLE’'S EXPOSITION 


Frederick Duougiass Makes a Speech for It—A 
Favorably Report. 

WASHINGTON, March 20.—Representative 
Burns introduced to the house committee on 
appropriations today, Messrs. Walker, Wright 
and Duggle, representing the colored exposi- 
tion to be held in Georgia next August. “They 
made arguments in support of the request for a 
government loan of $50,000 to aid the exp- 
position and their efforts were seconded by 
Frederick Douglass in a short speech. 

Senator Blair’s bill to encourage the hold- 
ing of a National Industrial exposition of art 
and products of the colored race in Atlanta in 
1889 was reported favorably from the commit- 
tee on education and labor. The amount of 
money to be appropriated by congress in aid of 
the exposition is reduced from $600,000 the 
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Reducing the Expenses. 

WASHINGTON, March 20.—Estimates made 
at the treasury department indicate that the 
present rate of expense of collecting revenue 
trom customs cannot be maintained up to the 
present fiscal year under the available balance 
of general appropriations without creating a 
deficiency of $400,000, Secretary Fairchild has, 
therefore, determined upon a reduction of ex- 
penses to that amount during the remainder of 
the fiscal year—being $100,000 amonth, The 
reduction has been apportioned among the dif- 
ferent customs collection districts, and col- 
lectors have been instructed to readjust their 
accounts and other expenses, so as to. bring ye 
total expense within the limit fixed upon, 
the force cannot be reduced in numbers with- 
out seriously crippling the service, the saving 
can only be effected by a general reduction of 
salaries. Congress will be asked to provide for 
the service upon the present basis for the bal- 
ance of the fiscal year, and if that is done 
the reduction will be only temporary.

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THEY DIDN'T ASK IT. 


Southern Senators Thank Mr. 
' Blair for the Kindness 


SHOWN IN HIS'EX-CONFEDFRATE BILL 


But Sonthern Soldiers Do Not Expect Any 
Special Favor From the Government 
~—Debate on the Bill. 


WaenrxGTon, March 20.—In the senate 
among the bills reported from committees and 
placed on the calendar were the following: 

To encourage the holding of a national in- 
dustrial exposition of the arts, mechanics and 
produets of the colored racein the United 
States in 1888-89, 

To authorize the secretary of the treasury to 
apply the surplus money in the treasury to the 
putchase of United States bonds, and to the 
prepayment of interest. (Notice was given by 
Mr. Aldrich, who reported this bill, that he 
would call it up at an early day.) 

Mr. Blair, who yesterday introduced a bill. 
giving preference for civil service appoint- 
ments (among men who had been disjoyal dar- 
ing the war) to those who had served in the 
Confederate army and who were suffering 
from wounds or disabilities, asked Mr. Platt, 
who had objected to the second reading of the 
bill, to withdraw his objection. 

Mr. Platt said that he could not object tothe 
bill being read the second time today, and re- 
ferred toa committee. His objeciion yester- 
day had been based upon what seemed to be 
an inference from the title of the bill. 

Mr. Blair remarked that the object of the 
bill was simply to provide thatin appoint- 
ments to the civil service, made from among 
those who had been disloyal, preference 
should be given to those who were suffering 
from wounds or disabilities resulting from ser- 
vice in the army of the confederacy. He had 
introduced the bill in entire good faith. He 
understood that in the state of North Carolina 
there were today 20,000 ex-soldjers of the con- 
federacy who had lost limbs in the service,and 
that a very large number of them were in poor 
circumstances. It seemed to him thatif the 
government under this administration, or 
under any other administration, gave appoint- 
ments tomen who had been Dalasal. pe 
ference should be given to those who had 
served in the confederate army and were now 
disabled (other things being equal). 

Debate on Mr. Blair’s bill was continued up 
to two o’clock, when at his suggestion the bill 
went over till tomorrow, without action. 
Speeches were made by Messrs. Platt, Hale, 
Berry, Blair, Hoar and Hawley. Southern 
senators, while expressing the kindest feeling 


| for the generosity and are cig ipt | which 


had prompted the introduction of the bill, dis- 
claimed all desire on the part of the ex-con- 
federates forthe passage of any such excep- 
tional measures; but thought that as a matter 
of courtesy and uniformity of practice, the bill 
should be read the second time and referred. 
Northern senators were of one accord in con- 
demming the measure as unwise and ill-con- 
sidered. 

In the course of the debate Mr. Blair repeated 
that the bill simply made a discrimination 
among those who had been disloval, giving 
prefereuce to the man who had served in the 
confederate army and been disabled, as against 
aman who had also been disloyal but who had 
not served in the army. 

Mr. Hale said it is made a merit by this bill 
that an applicant for office had served in the 
confederate army and had there been disabled. 
He, for one, would not consent to any such 
discrimination in favor of confederate soldiers 


as had been made‘in the statutes in favor of = 
. federal 


ldiers. ae 

Mr: réeidé that the bill had originated 
with himself, after conversations with various 
parties, and from information derived from 
various sources, as to the condition of wounded 
confederate soldiers in thesouth. There were 
many of them who were not only grievously 
wounded, but were in great destitution. 

Mr. Hoar was very much gratified to learn 

oth from the senator from New Hampshire 
and the senator from Arkansas (Berry) that 
the proposition had not come from ex-confed- 
erate soldiers, or from anybody representing 
them. There was no occasion, therefore, to 
enter at this time ona discussion as to what 
would or would not be proper in dealing with 
this class of citizens. Many of that class were 
in the senate, and had the respect and friend- 
ship of their associates. He did not believe 
that the pending measure would ever have 
come from a gentleman representing states 
formerly in rebellion. 

Mr. Hampton expressed great gratification 
at the generous action of the senator from New 
Hampshire in introducing the bill. It was a 
bold, kind and generous act on his part. Still 
he (Hampton) would vote against the bill. No 
confederate soldier had asked for the passage 
of any such bill. His own opinion was that in 
appointments to federal offices, thes govern- 
ment should seek the man who was best quali- 
fied for the duties of offices. 

Mr. George said the question before the 
senate was notas tothe passage of bill. It 
was simply, however, a bil] that should have, 
in accordance with an unvarying rule of the 
senate, the courtesy of asecond reading and 
referred to acommitttee. He had*never ob- 
served a breech of that rule. @ agreed 
with the senator from South Carolina (Hamp- 
ton) that no confederate had asked for such 
a bill, He did not believe that any 
confederate would ever ask for it, and in vot- 
ing (as he would) for the second reading of the 
bill, he should not do so from any motive and 
wish on his part to facilitate such legislation. 
But he found the bill introduced by a distin- 
guished senator from the north (whose service 
in the union army had been very niferitorious) 
of his own motion, acting on hisown judg- 
ment, and he (George) did not feel that he 
ought to “slap him in the face” by yoting to 
refuse his bill the universal courtesy of a sec- 
ond reading and reference to a committee. 

Mr. Daniel said that if the question were 
one of courtesy or discourtesy to the senator 
who had introduced the bill there would be.no 
doubt in his mind as to how he should vote. 
He felt incapable of offering discourtesy to any 
senator, and certainly he should go very far to 
avoid doing so toward one who had been in- 
spired by such @ magnanimous and generous 
sentiment as that which the senator from New 
Hampshire had exhibited. No public question 
could ever be blotted by the question of cour- 
tesy. The question before the senate was the 
propriety of consideration of the bill. If it had 
gone to the committee in due course, without 
vote or comment, no one would have felt that 
there was anything improper init, but since 
the question had been made upon 4t, that ques- 
tion had to be met, and he trusted that no ex- 
confederate in the senate would dodge that 
question, although doubtless, his emotion 
might incline him to do so. If he (Daniel) 
could with p iety decline to vote on the 
question he wou do so, because, im his judg-— 
ment, it did not become a confederate soldier 
to ask the va enone government for any 
extra rights or priv . 

poe Gemtedernte pony 9 had boldly laid down 
the gauntlet of war, and when he came out of 
the war he had contempt for but two classes of 
men engaged in it—first, those who made 
apologies; and second, those who demanded 
them. Questions of great internal strife and

All that the confeder- 
ate soldier asked from the United States was 
that he should stand equal before its laws, and 
should have a fair opportunity to work out his 
own salvation, He would venture to say that 
there Was not a town or hamlet,.from the Po- 
tomac © the Rio Grande, where a 
confedérate soldier was to be seen in rags or 
tatters, OF begging his bread in its streets. 
There Was not aplace but where the con- 
fede soldier was always welcomed as an 
honored guest. There was no danger of any 
honor and true man, however humble he 
might be, or however smal] his fortune, dying 
on the ead side because no good Samaritan 
would Gome by to lend him a hel ing hand. 
All that the ex-confederates asked was, not 
special privileges, but to be respected in their 
ghts of American citizenship, which they 
had assumed knowingly and intentionally 
and which they intended tw abide by (God 
helping them) in such a manner that-no man 
could justly lift against them the finger of 
scorn or apply to them an insulting epithet. 

Mr. Hawley expressed hjmself as personally 
grateful.to the Senator from Virginia (Daniel) 
for his manly and statesmanlike speech. There 
had becn at so disagreeable in connec- 
tion with the bill as its introduction by the 
senator from New Hampshire, and if the bill 
had been referred to a committee without 
notice he should not have eared about the 
question being raised, preferring to wait for 
the report of the committee. But the point 
had been made. and there was no proposition 
in the bill which could not be just as well un- 
ders and acted on now, asif there were a 
long report from the committee upon it. He 
thought that the bill was fundamentally a mis- 
take. He not only disclaimed any feeling 
of hatred towards those who had 
been confederates,but he would not do anything 
to bar the progress or disqualify or dishonor 
them. The generous and manly confederate 
soldier knew as well as anyof them that the 
issue had been joined before the greatest tri- 
bunal of the world on the question involving 
the very foundation of republican govern- 
ment ; that it had been fought out as great 
armies vi brave: men alone could fight; that 
somebody won ; that some fundamental theory 
of the constitution won, and that the result 
had proved that it was a causeless, unconsti- 
tutional and wicked war that had been re- 
corded by the surrender at Appotamatox. But 
should he, therefore, act ungeneronsly toward 
any person on the other side? God forbid. 
Should he try to bar his progress? Not at all. 
Should he object to meeting him in the senate 
chamber as his peer? By nomeans. Did he 
object to fellow citizens of the confederate 
soldier loving him because of his gallantry? 
No! Did any man think less of the 
state of South Carolina for sending to the 
senate two of her gallant generals? Not at 
all.. On the contrary, he should be ashamed 
of South Carolina,if she did not remember such 
men in the days of restoration. At the same 
time he would not, by his vote or without a 
vigoroug protest, permit to be placed on the 
statute book anything which would, in any 
degre®, reward a man for fighting on the con- 
federate side in the war. He was obliged to 
the senator from Virginia, (Daniel.) He 
honored him, for remembering with gratitude 
and love the men who fought on his side, and 
he thanked him for not asking senators from 
the north todo that which in his (Hawley’s) 
judgment, if they did they would be making 
fools of themselves. 

Thé senate then passed bills to provide for 
the wartchousing of fruit brandy ; for the relief 
of ironclad builders—the Perines and the Mc- 
Kays; touching the grade of commander in the 
navy, and to correct an order in relation to an 
appointment therein (this was the case of 
Commander Quackenbusch and caused consid- 
erable debate). After executive session, the 
senate adjourned. 


WON'T HAUL THE CARS. - 


Engineers at Decatur, Ala., Refuse to Pull 
a Train With a “Q” Car in It. 
Decatur, Ala., March 20.—The engineers 


-ion th? Louisville and Nasbville railroad at 


Decatur today refused to pull a freight train 
to which a “‘(.’’ car was attached. The car 
was then taken out and turned over to the 
Memphis and Charleston, whose engineers also 
refused to move it. The car is now standing 
in the yard,ands the engineers all refuse to 
pull a train to which the car is attached. 

KANSAS City, March 20.—The situation at 
the union depot this morning presents no 
appearance of astrike. The Santa Fe is get- 
ting all of its trains out on time, and the accu- 
mulation of freightin the yards is being so 
greatly reduced that the officials of that com- 
pany will be ready to receive all business by 
this evening. Six freight trains, carrying 146 
cars, went out this morning. 

Catro, Ill., March 20—The Illinois Central 
engineers at Jackson, Tenn., last nightjrefused 
to pull a train until three Burlington cars were 
cut out and side tracked, which was done, At 
Fultom, Ky., the company was obliged to re- 
fuse several Burlington cars from the 
Chesapeake and Ohib for the the same reason. 
1t is generally understood on the line of the Il- 
linois Central south that the engineers will 
handle no “Q”’ cars. A dispatch from East 
St. Louis says a freight train made up exclu- 
sively of cars for the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy road, was brought over the Louisville 
and Nashville yesterday from Mount Vernon 
by amaster mechanic. —

B. C. Sims, the oldest and one of the most 
prominent grocery merchants of the place, had 
a receiver appointed this evening to take charge 
of his business. His assets are said to be 
ample to pay all liabilities. 

New York, March 20,- Judge Barrett, of 
the supreme court, has granted two attach- 
ments agajnst property in this city of Galt- 
man & Co., bankers of Aberdeen, Miss, one in 
favor of Lehman, Stern & Co, for $10,000 on a 

romissory note, and the other in favor of the 
uisville Banking company for $5,000 ona 
bill of exchange. Jacob Galtman, senior 
partner and capitalist of the firm, attempted 
suicide Sunday last. The liabilitiesof the 
firm are reported upwards of $250,000. Four 
banks of this city are said to be creditors.

SWINDLING THE STATE 


Disappearance of Kentucky’s 
Treasurer, 


LEAVING A DEFICIT OF HALF MILLION 


The Queer Actions of Treasurer Tate—His 
Inguiries About the Extradition Treaty 
—His Sudden Disappearance. 


Loulsvitie, Ky., March 20.—A special to 
the Evening Times from Frankfort, Ky., 
says that Governor Buckner this morning sus- 
pendeéd the treasurer of the state, James W. 
Tate. Tate is charged with defalcation in his 
office, and it is said has fled from the state. 
The defaulting official has been treasurer for 
twenty-one years. He was considered thesoul 
of honor, and the news will prove a tremen- 
dous sensation throughout the state. A later 
dispatch from Frankfort states that an inves- 
tigation immediately instituted on the recom- 
mendation of Governor Buckner has up to 11 
o'clock this morning disclosed a deficit in 
Tate's office of $150,000, and -that the irregu- 
larities seem to run back eleven years. 

The discovery of Tate’s shortage is a result 
of an examination of his books, commenced 
days ago by an expert accountant. The gover- 
nor has placed the treasurer’s office in charge 
of Auditor Hewitt and Attorney-General Par- 
din.* In his message to the legislature,Governor 
Buckner says he has reasons for believing the 
deficit is large and that an immediate investi- 
gation be ordered. Inthe house a committee 
was at once appointed and ordered to prosecute 
the investigation in connection with officers in 
charge of the office. Pending the investigation 
the office will be closed. The state has abund- 
ant resources at hand. All current expenses, 
payments, dues, etc., will be met without in- 
terruption or delay. Treasurer Tate’s bond is 
for $300,000, and the shortage is well covered. 
He was in Louisville Saturday night, when he 
was observed to be drinking hard, an unusual 
thing for him. Since that time he has not 
been seen and his whereabouts is unknown. 

James William Tate was elected state treas- 
urer in 1867, having been nominated by the 
democrats. He has been re-elected continu- 
ously at each election sincé, making his tenure 
of oilice twenty years on August 3ist last. In 
the last democratic campaign Tate had no op- 
ems for the nomination. Everybody 

aughed at the idea of opposing ‘‘Honest Old 

Tate.’’ He received the democratic nomina- 
tion for the tenth consecutive time. His 
majority has always stood among the largest 
on his ticket, and merry, honest, joky ‘Dick”’ 
Tate has been one of the most widely known 
and universally liked jmen ,in Kentucky. In 
addition to being state treasurer, he was com- 
missioner of the sinking fund, and was one of 
those entrusted with the management of the 
state penitentiary. 

A dispatch just received from Frankfort 
says the resolution offered in the house author- 
izing the offering of a reward of $5,000 for the 
arrest of Tate is a joint resolution, and lies 
over one day under the rules. 

The exact amount of his shortage it is not 
possible, as yet, to state, but it is anywhere 
from $150,000 to $400,000. The first intimation 
of the shortage came yesterday morning, when 
a comparison of the auditor’s statement of 
what should be in the bank showed that such 
amount was not there. This, coupled with 
the fact that the treasurer had not been seen 
since Friday morning, when he left ostensibly 
for Louisville, caused an examination to be 
made, with the result that the state’s money 
was.discovered to have been squandered in 
large amounts. Uptolla.m. the books had 
been examined sufficiently to show a shortage 
of nearly $150,000. The investigation was 
brought about by the strange conduct of Tate 
himseif. On Thursday last Senator Wright 
states that he had a long talk with Tate, who 
questioned him closely, and at — length, as 
to the exact conditions of the extradition 
treaty between the United States and Canada, 
and also made lengthy inquiries on the treaty 
between the United States and Mexico. At 
the conclusion of the talk, which was one of 
great length, Tate thanked Senator Wright for 
the information. It began to be rumored that 
there was on!y a small amount in the banks to 
the credit of ‘Tate, and when the treasurer was 
not seen on Thursday or Friday, Auditor Hew- 
ett suggested that an investigation of the cir- 
cumstances should be made. 

What has become of the money no one can 
tell. Tate never speculated nor gambled. He 
is said to have been an extravagant liver, but 
year by year the money has ee out, the 
shortage seeming to run back a dozen. years. 
Mr. Herndon, of this city, who was at one 
time teller in a bank in Frankfort, says that 
Tate’s defalcation will involve parties and state 
officials of high standing. He says that it was 
the custom of many state officers to go to Tate 
and get him to cash notes for them, promising 
to pay as soon as they had their vouchers. 
When they secured their vouchers, however, 
they would defer payment and the good- 
natured treasurer, failing to push 
the claims, accumulated a mass of 
such securities as by this time must be 
simply appalling. There is no indication that 
he took any amount with him. The largest part 
of the shortage seems to have occurred in 1886 
and 1887. Of course the report of the investi- 
gators alone will furnish definite light as to 
when and to whom ‘late loaned the money. It 
has been Take’s custom to settle up every 
year, and never till now was there the least 
hesitation on the part of the treasurer to com-

MILLIONS EATEN UP. 


How Vast Estates Vanish in 
Lawyers’ Fees.

An Oriental’s #100,000—Jesse Hoyt'e $8,- 
000,000—Samuel Wood's $2,000,000— 
Other Legal Bonanzas, 


From the New York Journal. 
“Ah! how mapy are rioting on dead men’s 


millions !’’ 

This was the exclamation of a conservative 
lawyer of prominence in speaking of the man- 
agement of large estates which the machinery 
of the courts is invoked to settle. 

Behind the names of Stevens, Stokes, Cut- 
ting, Stewart, Anderson, Hamersley, Jumel, 
Colah, Hoyt, Wood, Soutter, Tilden, Gilman, 
Paine, Lenox and Sheldon lie recitals of more 
entrancing interest and of strange situations 
than any portrayed by the novelist. 

Property valued at tens of milhons of dollars 
is at present in litigation in the surrogate’s 
court. Lawyers will not openly acknowledge 
that they desire to prolong this legal strife, 
but that this purpose is close at their hearts is 
wellknown. ‘The estate pays the expenses of 
litigation, and while anything is left the con- 
scientious attorney finds that it is necessary to 
make some further move “in the interest of 
his client.”’ 

It is the old story of dividing the oyster-—- 
each litigant takes a shell and the lawyer 
takes the meat. When a man dies, leaving 
his heirs $100,000 to fight over, the proper di- 
vision of the estate according to the legal con- 
science is almost as follows: Legal fees and 
costs, $90,000; disbursements and incidentals, 
$7,000: heirs, $3,000, 

The heirs are not always as fortunate as this 
extreme case would indicate. Facts from the 
record will show this: 

An Oriental merchant, who rejoiced in the 
pron ge =r name of Bomanjee Byranjee 

Olah, visited in this city eighteen years ago. 
He went on a spree and got locked up ina 
cell. The police found $40,000 in paper money 
and gold on his person, and an examination of 
his room in the Hoffman house showed that 
he had an additional $60,000 there. 

He ont gr in a strange land, and 
fair game for the lawyers. They charged that 
the Parsee merchant was a lunatic, and that it 
Was necessary to appoint a committee to take 
charge of himselfand his money. Nathaniel 
Jarvis, Jr.,who is a lawyer in addition to being 
clerk of the court of common pleas, was the 
man who got the $100,000 in charge. The 
Parsee was sent to Bombay, where he died, at 
a cost of $25,000. Mr. Jarvis reported tothe 
court that the balance he had on hand was 
exactly $33.63. 

Samuel Wood, -after whom the town of 
Woodsburg, L. I., is named, died in 1878, leav- 
ing a fortune estimated at $2,000,000. By 
specific bequests he left $237,000, to relatives, 
and the Salanen was to be expended in found- 

| ing a college of music. The college will never 

be founded, for two good reasons—the bequest 
has been declared illegal and the money has 
been eaten up by expenses. The little item of 
$1,400,000 of the estate has vanished. Eight 
different attorneys and as many eminent 
counsel have been operating on the estate ‘‘in 
the interest of the college of music’’ for ten 
years past, and this fact tells the story. 

Jesse Hoyt, the famous produce merchant 
of this city, died in 1882, leaving $8,000,000. 
He left the income of $1,250,000 for the use of 
his widow during life, and the same sum to his 
eccentric daughter, Mary Irene. They were 
dissatisfied and half a dozen lawyers were 
called in, among them General Benjamin F. 
Butler and Roscoe Conkling. A young attor- 
ney named Aaron Kahn, who was in the case, 
rendered a little bill for $40,746.68, but how 
much the big guns will receive is not known. 
The estat? is a legal bonanza. 

Mrs. Paran Stevens has enriched the law- 
yers. Her husband died in 1872, leaving $4,- 
000,000. She received’ $100,000 outright, be- 
sides the income on $1,000,000, a city residence 
in Fifth avenue and the villa at Newport 
where she entertained the duke of Marlbor- 
ough lastsummer.

A Big Case in the United States 
Court in Macon. 


Cowhided By a Man for Slandering His 
Sister—The Decision for Plea Re- 
served for Today. 


Macon, Ga., March 20.—[Special.]—In the 
United States circuit court this morning, Judge 
Speer presiding, the case of J. W. Brooks vs. 
W. P. Carter, R. E. L. Barnum, C. A. Sarles 
and R. H. Vorus came up for trial. The plain- 
uff isa young man of about 27 years of age, 
who has been a citizen of Florida for the past 
four years, and who wentto that state from 
Lumpkin, Stewart county, Georgia, where he 
grew up and where his father now resides. 
From the plaintiff’s declaration, and the open- 
ing of the case, it appears that he had been on 
a visit to his father for about ten days in July, 
1886, when One morning he was enticed by the 
defendants, who had conspired together, into 
an upper room over a carriage shop in Lump- 
kin; that two of the defendants with drawn 
revolvers and two with their hands upon their 
hip pockets, threatened his life, while Dr. 

sarnum, With buggy whip in hand, forced him 
to take off his coat and proceeded to apply the 
whip unmercifully on his back and shoulders. 
That his attempted resistance was overborne 
by the other defendants, and he was whipped 
until the blood’ started from the 
cuts made by the stinging lash. 
That the assault was without 
provocation, and that plaintiff suffered dainage 
to his person and his reputation and through 
mental anguish in the sum of $20,600. All the 
defendants pleaded rot guilty to the assault, 
except Dr. Barnum, who has filed a special 
plea admitting the assault, but seBting up as 
mitigating circumstances that about three 
hours before the cowhiding he received a note 
from a friend requesting an interview, 
and was. then informed that Mr’ Sarles 
han informed him that Brooks 
had stated a day or two before to Sarles certain 
facts about Dr. Barnum’s sisier (who lias since 
marricd the defendant, Dr. W. P. Carter), de-

| quence. Dr. Barnum further sets out in his 
| plea that his father being dead, he was the 


natural protector of his sister; that he knew 
the accusation to be infamous, scandalous and 
false; that he immediately consulted his uncie, 
Mr. Vorus,, and then went to find 
Brooks, and met him on the 
street. When confronted he claimed 
to have gotten the story from Sarles, and he 
then invited Brooks to go with him to Sarles’ 
carriage shop, which he did. That Mr. Vorus 
and Dr. Carter joined them, and they went 
with Brooks and Sarles into the upper room. 
There Sarles stated before Brooks that the lat- 
ter had told hiin the story, and that Brooks 
then said he had heard the rumor about town, 
and that he was not certain whether Sarles 
mentioned the story to him or he to Sarles. 
That he then demanded Brooks’s authority for 
the story, aud the latter could not giveany, and 
as he understood at the time admitted his own 
guilt in starting the story. That he thereupon 
proceeded, under the excitement of his feel- 
ings, to administer to the defendant the chas- 
tisement charged in the declaration, and prays 
fhat the circumstances be taken into consider- 
ation as a mitugation of the damages. The

Major W. S. Jackson, local agent of the 
London and Liverpool and Globe and many 
other reliable companies, kindly furnished his 
companies losses by fire. 

I. M. Scott was insured in the above named 
company for $1,500, and only had a removal 
loss not yet estimated. 

J.J. Crawford, druggist, had $2,000 insur- 
ance on his house, and $2,500 on a $5,000 
stock. 

Miller and Havis’s lossis heavy, though they 
have insurance.

Since the recent storm the New Yorkers 
have become convinced that they must re- 
model their city. The newspapers are unan- 
imously of the opinion that the entire tele- 
graph, telephone and street railway system 
should be undergrouud. 

Heretofore the tendency in our large 
cities has been up in the air. Houses have 
been built ten and twelve stories high. An 
immense net work of wires has been sus- 
pended in mid-air. Dummy engines at- 
tached to strect cars have been made to 
rush across the tops of the houses. 

Now all] this is to be changed, and a de- 
termined effort will be made to build our 
cities down in the bowels of the earth. Un- 
doubtedly, this plan will be an effectual 
safe-guard against blizzards and snow 
storms. It is expensive, but it is feasible. 
Tunnels have been made through moun- 
tains of solid granite, and under the beds of 
rivers. Double cellars are common, and 
there are such things as underground rail- 
ways. It would be easy enough in New 
York to carry on half of the business of the 
city in tunnels and cellars. 

And yet there is one big difficulty in the 
way, besides the expense of the scheme. 
Past experience has taught us that earth- 
quakes are to be looked for in this country 
from time to time. Sucha threatening pos- 
sibility should not be overlooked. What a 
tornado is to the dwellers on the surface of 
the earth an earthquake would be to the 
underground denizens. Above ground peo- 
ple are at least on top of the internal con- 
vulsion, but down in cellars and tunnels 
they would be in the midst of it. 

Still, it is not likely that these considera- 
tions will stop New York in her downward 
movement. An earthquake seems to be a 
remote possibility, but tornadoes and snow 
storms loom up as impending certainties. 
The present generation, therefore, may ex- 
pect tosee the metropolis of the country 
make a break for the center of the earth 
without any furtherdelay. She may not get 
there, but she will make a good start in that 
direction.

The company which 
has undertaken to construct the Nicaragua 
canal is apparently under the right kind of 
guidance. It has the advantage, also, of 
operating upon a line which has long been 
declared by American engineers and scien- 
tists to be the easiest, surest and cheapest 
route for a canal between the Atlantic and 
Pacific oceans. As the house committee on 
commerce, baving the Nicaragua canal bill in 
charge, have reported that they are entirely 
satisfied with the financial standing of the 


projectors of the undertaking, there should 


be no difficulty about giving them the neces- 
sary charter, which is all that they ask of 


congress. 
The necessity for immediate action will 
appear from the following statements made 


by a recent writer on the subject: 

By the terms of t ie concession for the Nicaragua 
canal, which concession was ratified last March, 
the final surveys for that canal must be commenced 
in one year; and in two years and a half they must 
be completed and work must be commenced, but 
no beginning of the work will be regarded as valid 
unless during the first year of actnal operations 
there has been expended $2,000,000. By September 
of next year, therefore, the compauy must have be- 
gun to spend that $2,000,000, and must have spent 
it by September, 1890. As the moucy to be raised 
for construction is contemplated as $68,000,009, and 
must be spent in ten years, the requirement of $2,- 
000,000 for the first year is not very severe. Thecon- 
cession carries all the privileges that the company 
can require, and extensive land grants, and is for 
ninety-nine years. At the end of that tkme itis 
stipulated ‘“‘that the republic shall enter upon pos- 
session in perpetuity of the canal and its establish- 
ments.”’ 

Of course, it is the conviction of the pro- 
moters of the enterprise that the Panama 
eanal is a dead failure. This, however, 
may be a mistake. At last accounts the 
French government seemed disposed to favor 
the de Lesseys company by authorizing it to 
raise 340,000,000 franes through the medium 
of a lottery, and the canal shares at once 
rose in the market. But, whether the 
Panama scheme fails or succeeds, it will do 
no harm’to charter the Nicaragua enterprise.

Cold-Blooded Crimes. 

The New Englanders go at everything de- 
liberately. -Even in their crimes there is 
no heat of passion, no uncontrolable im- 
pulse. 

Two recent cases in Maine will attract 
attention on account of their cold-blooded 
wickedness. Near Augusta, Charles Beal 
killed his fatlier bygputting strychnine in 
his whisky. The young man disliked his 
father, and wanted to get him out of the 
way. There was no revengeful motive, no 
resentment caused by ill treatment. The 
old man simply wanted his own, and tried 
to rule his household. For this he was 
poisoned like a dog. Perhaps on the same 
day, near Farmington, Mrs. Henry with her 
own hands prepared a lunch for her hus- 
band. Shortly after eating it, Henry was 
taken violently ill, but a doctor pulled him 
through. Some of the food was given toa 
dog, and the animal died in half an hour. 
The dog’s stom@ch was analyzed and a 
quantity of strychnine was found in it. The 
wife had always lived pleasantly with her 
husband, but under the circumstances she 
was the only person who could have ad- 
ministered the poison, and there is.no doubt 
of her guilt. 

Poisoners have always excited a greater 
degree of horror than any other class of 
murderers. They have to plan their work, 
and go about it secretly and deliberately. 
They are more dangerous than the crimi- 
nals who use knives and pistols and shot 
guns. The appearance of these fiends ina 
state which for more than thirty years has 
been at the head of the moral reform pro- 
cession is a bad sign. Frequent street 
fights and an occasional duel would speak 


better for the morality of Maine than such* 


horrible tragedies as are reported from that 
state every month in the year. The mis- 
sionaries should take hold of Maine in good 
earnest.

From Prison Walls, 

A convention of convicts. 

That was indeed a novel scene within the 
grim walls of the Ohio penitentiary on last 
Thursday night. One hundred and eight 
men—men whose guilty consciences tell of a 
past.crime, whose calloused hands and ach- 
ing limbs are witnesses of a present full of 
unceasing labor, and to whom the future is 
a blank with scarcely a ray of hope to break 
the awfni darkness—these men met and is- 
sued an appeal to the outer world. 

_ There was little in the meeting proper to 
distinguish it from other public meetings 
and gatherings, unless it was that better 
order prevailed than is usual upon such oc- 
casions. There was a chairman, two secre- 
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and industrious as their more fortunate 
fellow-convicts with shorter terms to serve; 


then, calling attention to the great improve- 


ment in prison management within the past 
twenty-five years, the life convicts beg that 
‘‘al) benefits of legislation for the penal in- 
stitutions of our state should accrue to 
every prisoner according to equity,”’ and ask 
‘Gf another advance may not be made by 
recognizing the life prisoner in his long 
loneliness and cheer him with a hopein the 
last hour of his existence on earth.’’ - 

The prison laws of Ohio provide that 
time may be gained by good conduct; that 
a per centage of the earnings of a convict 
go to relieve their families, and, under cer- 
tain restrictions, that deserving prisoners 
may be released upon parole. 

The life men beg to participate in these 
benefits, from which they are now excluded. 
They ask for something—anything—which 
will give them even the slightest hope for 
something better in this life. Their cry is 
a cry from another world. 


Republic: n Disintegration. 

The republican party will probably fight 
its last national fight, as the organization 
which it is today, in the campaign which it 
will make for the presidency this year. 

Its leaders will, of course, siruggle to 
maintain the individuality of the party, but 
if it is defeated this year, its only hope for 
salvation will be in its recognition of prin- 
ciples which have been heretofore foreign 
to its policy. In other words, theaepubli- 
can party, if defeated this year, must merge 
with other organizations to even hold its 
own as the second in political strength. 
The success of the democratic ticket this 
fall will be the everlasting doom of the re- 
publican party and the slow but certain dis- 
integration which it has been undergoing 
for the past few years, will give way to the 
hasty@ollapse of the fabric which has sup- 
ported the party for so many years. 

The spoils of office and the bloody shirt 
have heretofore been the two great elements 
of strength of the republican party, and 
these having lost their beneficial influence, 
new sources of strength must be found or 
the party must forever succumb to the popu- 
lar indignation which has rebuked it by de- 
priving it of its patronage, and by renounc- 
ing the policy which attempts to rekindle a 
flame out of the ashes of sectional animosi- 
ty. If the republican party were to abandon 
these pillars of the faith which has kept it 
in power for sO many years, it would be no 
longer the republican party.

JOHN H. INMAN’S BANK BOOK. 


The Great Cotion Operator Produces It to Re- 
fute Rumors of His Failure. 

New York, March 17.—The sale yesterday 
ofa large block of Richmond Terminal stock, the 
recent sharp decline in cotton and the failure of 
James W: Harle, of Atlanta, caused the name of 
John H. Inman, of the cotton exchange, to be men- 
tioned in connection with rumors of failures and 
disaster. Mr. Inman has the reputation of being the 
heaviest operator in the cotton market in the 
country, and itis known that he is interested in 
several railroads, particularly the Richmond Ter- 
minal road, and that he was prominently mentioned 
for the position of president both of that road and of 
the Richmond and Danville road previous to the 
last election. Mr. Inman smiles at the rumor about 
him, and follows the famous example of Jay Gould, 
at least in part, by showing his bank book with a 
snug balance of nearly $500,000 in his favor, and 
pointing with pride to his well-filed safe, in which 
are stored from $5,000,000 to $6,000,000 in good secur- 
ities. Men who know Mr. Inman best smile incred- 
ulously at the base idea of any trouble from that 
quarter. Mr. Inman himself, beyond the act of 
showing his bank account and mentioning the con- 
tents of his safe, did not think the stories in circula- 
tion worth denying. He said he had sold a 
thousand shares of Richmond Terminal, but only in 
the ordinary course of trade, and it was not signifi- 
cantastohis condition, except that he had that 
many tosell, nor had he anything to do with Mr. 
Harle’s speculations, further than that his firm wags 
carrying one lotof 10,000 bales for Mr. Harle on

Another Heavy Storm Period, 
From the Bwlington Hawkeye. 

The next heavy storm period will continue 
from the 21st to the last of the month. The storms 
will be frequent but the princ.pal disturbances are 
expected to reach the river on the 21st and 27th. 
The 2iststorm will increase in force asit moves 
eastward, and the 27th storm will be a heavy one in 
the west. These storms are expected to reach as far 
south as the 40th parallel in the west. 

Mercury passes its major equinox on the 23d, at 
which time it also passes the equator of the sun and 
this will increase the force of the 2lst storm as it 
passes east; justas the moon crossing the earth’s 
equator increased the storm of the 10th as it moved 
east. The full force of Murcury’s disturbance will 
be felt on the 26th or 27th, the days that the storm 
wave is due on this meridan at which time the 
moon crosses the earth’s equator, thus making the 
storm period a dangerous one. 

The earth also passes‘its equinox on the 21st, and 
that will also inflhence the storms of the 2ist and 
27th. The storm due here on the 21st will reach the 
eastern coast about the 24th and be at its greatest 
force, while the other will be at its greatest on the 
26th and 27th in the west.

Three Parties in the Field Looking for 
Control-—-What the Rumpus 
Means—Their Plans. 


New York, March 20.—|Special.}—The 
Richmond Terminal squabble waxes, and has 
resolved itself intoa triangular fight,one side of 
which is said to embrace Alfred Sully and his 
immediate friends, who are bent on continuing 
him in the presidency as a ptactical indorse- 
ment of him personally and his administration. 


The second side is represented by [saac L. 


tose, William Libbey, E. W. Clark and their 
associates, composing what is called the new 
party, now striving for control. The base of 
the triangle is a majority of the present direc- 
tors, presumably including General S. W. 
Thomas, Calvin S. Brice, John H. Inman, 
George S. Scott, George F, Stone and others. 

This is Wall street’s classification of the 
various factions, and if correct, it is safe to say 
thatSthe triangle will prove strongest at the 
base. The new party promises to publish, 
within a few days, their ticket, and simu!tane- 
ously to announce their platform, both of 
which, they say, will appeal so strongly to all 
stockholders as to insure their victory at the 
election they purpose having at the contem- 
plated called meeting. They say several of the 
recent directors will be on their ticket, and 
that their man for president will be thoroughly 
acceptable to all concerned. They outline their 
desires as follows: 

‘‘An administration that will honestly strive 
for the best interests of the Terminal company, 
and protect the securities against stock jobbing 
manipulations, and other Wall street practices, 
and a policy that will harmonize all the great 
southern railroad systems, notably the Georgia 
Central, the Louisville and Nashville, and the 
East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia.”’ 

This last end they hope to attain, ‘‘not by 
consolidations, but by an equitable division of 
territory that will check the present tendency 
toward unprofitable railroad buifding.’’ This 
certainly looks fair on its face, but in some 
quarters it is suggested that the virtues 
of the programme are all on the, outside, and 
that behind the avowed policy are motives 
quite designing. For instance, the theory is 
advanced that the move is in the interest of 
the Norfolk and Western railroad, which idea 
is the more plausible, because E. W. Clark and 
William Sibley are said to be largely interested 
in the Norfolk and Western. If this be true, 
it would naturally prejudice the cause in Geor- 
gia, since the ultimate object would be to divert 
traffic from Atlanta and Savannah to Norfolk. 
Another suggestion is that this new party 
is bent on getting control of the/Terminal com 
pany, with the idea of selling to it a controll- 
ing interest in the Georgia Central. ‘This the- 
ory gathers strength from the fact that Isaac 
L. Rice, E. W. Clark, H. B. Hollins, Emanuel 
Lehman and one or two others, who are said to 
be in sympathy with the new Terminal people, 
are also members of the syndicate that owns a 
majority of the Georgia Central stock. 

General Thomas and Mr. Brice are travel- 
ing in Florida, and thereby escaping the pres- 
entrumpus. |Messrs. John H. Inman and 
George S. Scott are here, but both decline to 
discuss the affair. The latter is devoting him- 
self diligently to his duties as president of the 
Richmond and Danville, and his able manage- 
ment is working marvelous improvement in 
that company’s affairs, Since he took charge 
he has cut down the current expenses over 


| $5,000, and reduced the floating debt largely.

That Short Line at Louisville. 

A Louisville dispatch says: Louisvilie 
would be a disagreeable place tonight for Mr. C, P. 
Huntington, the railroad magnate. The Short 
Route Transfer company, of this city, isa belt rail- 
road that connects Huntington's roads, the Chesa- 
peake and Ohio, and the Chesapeake, Ohio and 
Southwestern. In 1882 some local capitalists secured 
a charter for the right to build this short route road 
along the river front from the Fourteenth street 
depot to the First street depot. It is an elevated 
road. Mr. CollisP. Huntington needed the charter 
in his business, and he boughtit, paying $100,000 in 
stock and $75,000 in bonds of the Short 
Koute Transfer company for it. Then 
he built the road, and from the very be 
ginning it wasa success, so much so that untila 
week ago the stock was quoted at 71. The 
bonds, which bore 6 per cent, were easily sold 
at106. Local capitalists got into the thing heaa 
over heelsand were exuberantly confident that 
they had struck abonanza,. The title of all the prop- 
erty of the road was vested in Genera! John Echols, 
Huntington's vice-president and grand vizier, but 
itis claimedthat General Echols himself did not 
own an interest of one cent in it, being merely used 
as a machine to hold and convey the property. The 
company was originally bonded at $500,000, and 
stocked at $500,000. Of this local capitalists held 
$125,000 worth of the stock, and $75,000 of bonds. 
Huntington either held or controlled all of the re- 
mainder. The other day Huntington made ancw 
issue of $500,000 worth of stock and $500,000 
worth of bonds, This makes the bonded debt 
of the road a cool million, and Huntington 
owns nearly all of the bonds. The local stock- 
holders have just tumbled, and they are raising 
Cain, Ned and a great many other defunct dignita- 
ries. goa claim that allof the earnings of the road 
will be exhausted in paying the interest on the 
Lords, and consequently there can never be a stock 
dividend, which of course renders t stock for 
which many of them paid 60 and 65 valueless. This 
argument leads them to the conelusion that Mr. 
Huntington has deliberately sold them out and 
hogged the whole business, Some ofthem are talk- 
ing wildly about sending the magnate to the peni- 
tentlary, and others haye agreed to sue out an in- 
junction tomorrow asa legal checkmate, In the 
meantime C, ; salling away agross the 
boundless rairies of the west ‘to the 
port of mn Francisco. A local repre- 
sentative of the pagn te claims that Mr. Hunting- 
ton in securing the right of ways for the sb te 
was compelled to expend outof his otwn funds 
about $500,000 In buying p rty along the rightof- 
way.

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“MOVE THOSE DRAYS. 


The Marietta Street Merchants 
Going to Law. 


Warrants Issue® for Draymen Who Ob- 
struct the Streets—An Interesting | 
Trial Set for Today. 


T. C. Mayson, the grocer on Marietta street, 
‘between Peachtree and Broad, is complainant 
in an unusual and somewhat peculiar case 
which will be heard before Judge Landrum 
this afternoon, and in which Colonel Living- 
ston Mims and Mr. P. H. Snook will be the 
leading witnesses. 

It is a nuisance—not the case but the cause 
of the case. 

For years,and years past—in fact, so far 
back that the memory of man runs, walks tor 
rides to the contrary, the negroes who run fur- 
niture wagons and drays have been in the 
habit of congregating their crippled animals 
and rattling vehicles along Marietta street, be- 
tween Peachtree and Broad. Just why they 
selected that particular block upon which 
to congregate history does not tell, but 
at any rate a solid line of wagons can be seen 
almost any day with one end upon Peachtree 
and the other upon Broad. Theline is so com- 

plete and compact that itis impossible fora 
curriage to reach Mr. Mayson’s door, Mr. 
Snook’s door or the entrance to Major Mim’s 
office without going either to Broad and Peach- 
tree, and then driving along the avenue be- 
tween the line of wagons and sidewalk. This 
of course has proven a great annoyance to the 
gentlemen and they have made many ineffectual 
attempts to break it up. Petition after petition 
has been sent to the general council requesting 
the passage of an ordinance prohibiting the 
wagons from congregating to such an extent. 
The exact situation was laid clearly before the 
council in the petition but from some 
cause the body gave the  petition- 
ers no relief. A day or two ago 
there was a solid line of wagons along the 
block and one of Mre Mayson’s customers in a 
carriage wanted to reach his store. Mr. Mayson 
went to the line of wagons and taking a mule 
by the bridle lead him into the street, making 
an avenue through which his customer could 
drive. The negro, to whom tae wagon belong. 
ed, became furious and began swearing at 
terrible rate because his wagon had been 
moved.

FATLANTA’S WATERWORKS. 


An Inspection of the New Storm Canal— 
W hat is to be Seen. 


Yesterday morning Messrs. H. C. Erwin, 
Joel Hurt, M. L. Collier, C. C. Hammock 
and W. M. Middlebrooks, of the board of 
water commissioners, Mr. W. G. Richards, 
Mr. R. M. Clayton and others visited the 
waterworks to inspect the workings of the new 
storm canal. 

The storm dam atthe reseryoir_is ten feet 
wide, and the drive over gives a fine view of 
what may be in the future the central park of 
Atlanta. The waterworks own 368 acres of 
land, 52 acres of which are covered by water. 
The dam completely shuts off water from the 
East Tennessee shops and Clark university, 
and protects the reservoir from contamination. 
The elevation’ of the stand pipe 18 inches 
has increased the storage capacity of the reser- 
voir 21,000,000 gallons, and yesterday the en- 
gine was working against 320 feet head of 
water. This addition to the storage of water 
involved an expenditure of less than $100. 

The storm canal is 3,500 feet long, 14 feet 
wide at the bottom, 8 feet deep, with a fall of 
one foot. <A rock arch, 14 feet span and 26 feet 
deep, span the canal. The water flows with 
great velocity, and is clear. 

Near by is a quarry of granite, said to be of 
excellent quality, and in almost inexhaustible 
quantity. 

The work of rewashing the water in the fil- 
ter is an interesting spectacle. Huge volumes 
of mingled water, sand and coke pour intoa 
vast bin until a seaof gory hue is spread out 
before the looker on. Beneath this is the alum 
chamber with a capacity of 800 pounds 


| of alum, through which the water is forced 


and precipitated in the form of spray into a 

E water ascending above. The sand 
and coke come up from the bottom of the filter. 
As the alum water, which is mixed at the rate 


| of half a grain of alum to one galion of water, 
| gots into the vat, its work can be readily de- 


tected. The clear water isseen on the surface ; 
underneath, like huge clouds, can be seen the 
mud. 

Finally, the mud collected by the alum is co- 
agulated and sinks to the bottom. The water 
is clear of alum, mud and all impurities. The 
alum is used on the same principle that quick- 
silver is used to collect the finer gold. 

The clear basin contains 360,000 gallons of 
water. Atthe depth of twenty feet a silver 
dime can be clearly seen in sunshine or moon- 
shine. 

Just below the clear water basin a pipe dis- 
charges water strongly impregnated with iron, 
cold and delicious. It comes from a spring in 
the northwest coruer of the dam through pipes 
laid down years ago by John’ A. Grant.

But He Did Not Take Enough to 
Kill Himself. 
A Young Man Stops st the Kimball and 
Borrows Three Dollars—He Telegraphs 
for Money and Tries to Die. 


A young man, a stranger in the city, whose 
name appears upon the Kimball house regis- 
ter as George Amos, swallowed a phial of 
Jaudanuim last night with suicidal intent. But 
the drug did pot kl the man. 

Monday afternoon a young man with a light 

blonde mustache and deep blue eyes walked 
into the Kimbell house. carrying a medium- 
sized valise in bis hand. He was attired ina 
light-eolored ‘uit, and a light-colored derby 
was on the side of his head. In frontof the 
office counter he dropped his grip upon the 
floor, and picking upa pen spread his auto- 


graph over a line, writing behind jt Nashville. 


as hit home. Ed Calloway was standing be- 
hind the counter as the young guest wrote his 
name,and turning the register around@he asked : 

“What do you want?” 

“A good room. Not too high up, I don’t 
stand on trifles in paying a bill.” 

Mr. Ostiower assi the guest to 262 and, 
tapping the bell, ordered a servant to carry the 
baggage up. Ina second the young’man attir- 
ed in the light suit followed the servant into 
the elevator, and then Mr. Calloway began 
studying the name upon the register, but could 
not decide whether it was Amos or Ames.

It was evident from 
the first that great damage must have re- 
guited, and that the extent of the storm was 
wide. 

Early yesterday morning news began to 
come in from various parts of the.state detail- 
ing great disaster. The tragic occurrence at 
‘Lumber City was the most serious incident of 
the storm. The destruction of Calhoun was 
remarkable because of the absence of casualty 
to human life.

THE TERROR AT AUSTELL, 


The Freaks of the Elements in Sweetwater 
Valley. 

AUSTELL, March 21.—[Special.}—The most 
destructive cyclone ever known in this section 
oj the state swept through the little vale iu 
which Austell and Salt.Spring is located Iast 
night, scattersng death and ruin upon all 
gides. 

The storm began about eleven o'clock. 

* The day was the most beautiful one of the 
spring. It was a perfect spring day, and when 
the sun went down there was no indication of 
the storm, which was then hanging over the 
place, and the people with no thought of the 
dangers to which they were to be subjected 
before another day came sought their homes. 
Austell is built upon two hills—one upon the 
north side of the railroad and the other upon 
the south side. Between these two hills is a 
narrow vale in which the business houses is 
located. The hilla are considerably higher 
than tie little valley and upon them the great- 
ést destruction to property and the loss of 
Aife occurred. 
THE STORM GATHERS, 

Some time after dark Tuesday night, dark 

clouds began gathering and by half past nine 


.o’clock the heavens were perfectly black. 


Only a few of the citizens observed this, how- 
ever, as the Austell residents are early to bed 
and early to rise. Those who were up paid no 
attention tothe threatening clouds. About ten 
o'clock lightning began flashing. At first the 
flashes were at irregular intervals and were fol- 
lowed by loud rumbling far away thunder, bat 
in a short time the lightning became brighter 
and more rapid and the thunder louder, more 
distinct and nearer. Finally the flashes became 
ope continuous flame and the thunder kept 
pace with it. Sobright and continuous were the 
flashes that any portion of the city could be 
plainly seen almost constantiy by those who 
were up, Just as the electrical display was 
mest intense rain began falling. At first it 
came steadily in large drops, but ina minute 
& perfect 
rain came the wind. The wind was intense. 
It moved along only as a cyclone cam move, 
and with it houses, barns, fences and timber 
went down. 

Nothing like that wind was ever seen by any 
one here. It roared and moaned and went by 
like a flash. For ten minutes it continued, and 
then a calm ensued. But during that ten 
minutes one man was kilied, another severely 
burt, in addition to the live stock and property 
which wasdestroyed. The wind moved from 


and dip, howling, whistling end singing, unti! 
every body in thetown was aroused. Its ve- 
locity was intense, and houses waved and

fearing that the building would go over ran 
Out intothe drenching cold rain. 
+ The rain reached every portion of the city 
but the wind—the wost severe part of the 
storm—divided j st east of the tcwnfand leay- 
ing the vale untouched swept the hills. upon 
either side. On the north side of the road and 
just upon the top of the hill, Rafe Howard, a 
megro blacksmith, 
ONCE AN ATLANTIAN, 

lived. Howard’s house was a one story frame 
of four rooms, and upon either side .were 
houses less substantial, each about twenty to 
twenty-fivefeet distant. Immediately in front 
f Howard’s, on the opposite side of the street 
—Mulberry street-—-is a smal! frame shanty. 
The wind passed along the hill and over the 
shanty withoutas much as moving it. Then 
it struck Howard's house with full force. 
Howard and his wife were in one room in bed, 
and their son, a boy of sixteen years, was in 
another room. When the wind hit the house 
it rose and dropped back. Then it rose again 
and again dropped back. Then the timbers 
began creaking and in an instant the roof 
dropped in, the walls tumbled down and the 
house was flat upon the ground, completely 
fuined. The

and a hundred yards further east struch a new 
two-story frame house. The building was one 
of the most substantial in the place, but so great 
Was the force of the wind that the house was 
lifted from its foundation and thrown several 
feet.
